To the School Board and Citizens of the Landaff 
School District: 


I herewith submit my twelfth annual report as 
Superintendent of Schools. 


The total enrollment in Blue School last year was 
29. The average membership was 24.9 and the percent 
of attendance was 93.9. There were 20 pupils attending 
Lisbon Elementary School and 14 attending Lisbon 
High School. 


The enrollment in Blue School this year is 17. 
Fifteen pupils are attending Lisbon Elementary School 
and 10 are attending Lisbon High School. 


Mrs. Pearl Sunbury continues as teacher at Blue 
School for the second year. She is in much better 
health this year and is attacking her work with new 
confidence and vigor. Mrs. Sunbury reports that she 
expects to be able to teach until retirement in June, 
1956. 


From all reports the big new bus, with Clifton 
Dexter as driver, has proved very satisfactory. Ad- 
justing the pupil load to small buses has always been 
a problem to the School Board. There has been no 
difficulty this year. 


Landaff should receive increased benefits from the 
new State Aid program, if adopted by the State Legis- 
lature.
